ACCOUNTS NOT UNSATISFACTORY IN THE CIRCUMSTANCES 
PROBLEMS FACING THE INDUSTRY 
SUBSIDISED AND OTHER “INSIDIOUS FORMS” OF COMPETITION 
GOVERNMENT’S COMPREHENSIVE MEASURE TO PROTECT BRITISH SHIPPING 


LORD ESSENDON’S REVIEW OF THE POSITION 


The Forty-eighth Annual General Meeting of Furness, Withy 
and Company, Limited, was held at the Registered Office ot 
the Company, Furness House, Leadenhall Street, London, E.C.3, 
on Wednesday, 26 July 1939, at noon. 

The Lord Essendon presided, and was supported by the 
directors of the company. 

The secretary read the notice convening the meeting. Mr. 
Ralph T. Warwick, of Messrs. W. T. Walton and Son, read the 
auditors’ report. 

Lord Essendon, in moving the adoption of the report and 
accounts, said :— 

Lapies AND GENTLEMEN,—The usual formalities of reading the 
notice convening the meeting, and also the report of the auditors 
to the members having been complied with, I presume it will be 
agreeable to you to dispense with the remaining formality of 
reading the directors’ report which has been in your hands for 
the requisite period. 

When we met a year ago I expressed a hopeful view of the 
future on the ground that most of the elements needed to bring 
about a revival in international trade were merely waiting upon 
a return of confidence in the political sphere. It is a matter of 
common knowledge and common regret that the political situa- 
tion throughout the whole of the past year has continued in a 
state of vacillation between hope and uncertainty. In conse- 
quence, international trade has lacked the confidence which is 
essential for settled conditions, and the shipping industry has not 
enjoyed any improvement. The result is reflected in the accounts 
before us to-day, and in the circumstances I believe you will not 
find them unsatisfactory. 

We have made one or two alterations in the form of our bal- 
ance sheet, solely for the purpose of showing more clearly how 
our investments are grouped, and although the comparative 
figures for the previous year are shown in the margin, those 
figures will not be found in last year’s balance sheet because 
they were not split up on that occasion. 


BALANCE SHEET ITEMS 


I will take the balance sheet in detail and will reverse the 
usual procedure by taking the assets first. Shipping property 
stands at £2,158,221 compared with £2,288,171, in each case the 
figure being the cost of ships less depreciation written off, such 
depreciation being in fact rather more than the normal allowance 
on the basis of 20 years life. 

The next item is investments in subsidiary shipping com- 
panies £4,401,433, this also being cost less depreciation, in 
addition to which the companies themselves have in each case 
provided depreciation on their shipping property. The com- 
parative figure, had it been shown in the 1938 accounts, would 
have been £4,451,433. There are six companies which fall 
within this category of subsidiary shipping companies, i.e. ship- 
owning companies as distinct from companies engaged in the 
shipping business other than the actual ownership of ships. Gen- 
eral investments, including British Government securities (again 
at cost less depreciation) stand at £2,318,089 as against 
2,439,873 a year ago. 


INVESTMENTS IN SUBSIDIARIES 


Finally, investments in subsidiary companies other than 
shipowning (eight in number) at cost less depreciation, viz. 
£1,236,238 are a trifle higher than last year. The 





comparable figure was £1,235,828. It will be seen there- 
tore that we have £6,559,654 invested specifically in the ship- 
owning industry, and we have £3,554,327 in investments other 
than shipowning, of which £1,236,238 is in subsidiary companies 
and the balance, viz. £2,318,089, embodies investments in com- 
panies which we regard as associated companies but of which we 
do not have the control, and also includes British Government 
securities. I hope it will be regarded as an improvement that 
these figures are all shown separately in the balance sheet. 

‘The other asset items are more or less the same except for 
iormal fluctuations in the ordinary course of business, viz. 
reeholds, office buildings, dock warehouses, wharves, etc., 
£200,873; amounts due from subsidiary companies £120,272; 
sundry debtors £912,714, and bankers’ balances, etc., £378,998. 
These call for no special comment, 


CAPITAL AND RESERVES 


On the liability side, the capital remains unaltered at 
£7,500,000; the reserve account also remains at £1,500,000, but 


we have sub-divided this item under the separate headings of 
general reserve £1,000,000 and investment reserve £500,000. It 
will be appreciated that in these days, when values very fre- 
quently bear little relationship to intrinsic merits, it is a little 
difficult to know what is the proper policy. One might choose 
replacement values as a basis, or alternatively yield might be 
preferred, and even then it is a question of what is a proper 
yield for various types of investments. Replacement values of 
ships are subject to wide variations over a period, especially in 
circumstances such as at present apply, and per contra yield 
values fluctuate in sympathy with market conditions which are 
affected by political and other considerations. In these circum- 
stances, and having regard to the unsettled conditions in which 
we are living, your directors considered that it might not be 
inappropriate when we were recasting the form of the accounts, 
to describe part of the reserve as an investment reserve, as a 
safeguard against conditions such as I have described. 

Again for the purpose of conforming to more modern prac- 
tice, we have placed the profit and loss balance higher up in the 
table so that the capital, reserve and profit and loss balance are 
more or less grouped together. This leaves only two active 
liabilities out of a balance sheet total of £11,726,840, viz. 
amounts on deposit from, or due to subsidiary companies 
£699,436, and sundry creditors £1,838,975, which latter item 
also embraces credit balances as well as provision for the divi- 
dend which it is now proposed to pay. 


SECURED LIABILITIES 


There is the usual footnote stating that the debenture issue of 
the Rio Cape Line Limited, and a loan to a subsidiary company 
under the Trade Facilities Act, are guaranteed by the company. 
and as I have previously explained, these liabilities are fully 
secured by the assets of those particular companies, and this 
company’s guarantee was given more for the purpose of securing 
a lower rate of interest than for any other purpose. 

The auditors’ certificate is without reservation and _ finally 
there is a further footnote that no losses have been incurred by 
subsidiary companies and only such profits from this source as 
have been received in dividends are included in this company’s 
accounts, 

On the whole, our subsidiary and associated companies have 
maintained their good records. For instance, The British Mari-

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time Trust paid their usual 74 per cent. dividend; Economic 
Insurance Company 324 per cent.; Manchester Liners 74 per 
cent.; Houlder Brothers 5 per cent. free of tax, and so on. 


CAUSE OF FALL IN PROFITS 


The profit and loss account, frankly, is somewhat of a disap- 
pointment to your directors, showing, as it does, a net credit 
balance of £505,121, which is £115,000 less than in the previous 
year. There was an amount of £211,681 brought in, and after 
paying the two half-yearly dividends on the preference capital, 
and transferring £300,000 to depreciation, it is recommended that 
a dividend of 4 per cent, be distributed on the ordinary capital, 
which will leave £188,428 to be carried forward to the current 
yeal *s accounts. 

The fall in our profits is a direct reflection of the difficult 
conditions which have applied to the shipowning industry, which 
has suffered in almost every sphere. The New York/Bermuda 
service has done reasonably well in the circumstances, but we 
incurred an unfortunate loss in complying with the request of 
the Bermuda authorities to provide eight additional sailings last 
Easter. This request necessitated chartering additional tonnage 
for which arrangements had to be made a considerable time in 
advance, and in the result it proved to be impossible to secure 
sufficient additional traffic to justify this expenditure. 


NORTH PACIFIC SERVICE 


The North Pacific service suffered from the common com- 
plaint of rising costs, added to labour difficulties and cancella- 
tion of cargo engagements due to marketing conditions. As an 
example of these difficulties, we have quite recently had a vessel 
held up at San Francisco on account of a strike which arose from 
a dispute on a vessel of another flag. After holding the vessel 
in port as long as possible, she finally was compelled to sail 
leaving $16,000 freight on the quay. ‘The following vessel, on 
account of public holidays, has had to be loaded at overtime 
rates in order to maintain her schedule. I merely mention these 
facts as a matter of general interest as they have a material 
bearing upon the vessels’ earnings and are circumstances over 
which, we, as owners, have no control whatever, 

The Prince Line, which experienced a much better year in 
the period to 80 June 1938, and paid a dividend of 24 per cent. 
for that year after a break of several years, has since encoun- 
tered renewed difficulties in several of the trades in which they 
are engaged. In particular, the trade from New York to Brazil 
and the Argentine has suffered severe competition from the sub- 
sidised American Republics Line, in addition to which import 
restrictions in the Argentine connected with currency regulations 
have curtailed shipments. The South African trade from New 
York still labours under the intense competition which resulted 
from the intrusion of an American line which has since been 
granted a substantial subsidy. I dealt fully with this situation 
on a previous occasion, and would prefer to make no further 
comment at the present time. 


FAR EASTERN TRADE 


The Far Eastern trade from New York for a period showed 
signs of substantial improvement, which unfortunately has not 
been maintained; on the other hand, the Mediterranean trade 
from this country has yielded results which continue to justify 
the construction of the new tonnage which we introduced into 
that service a short while ago in replacement of less economical 
In that connection, the Prince Line has recently placed 
an order with Smiths Dock Company of Middlesbrough for four 
vessels of modern type for which they hope to find profitable 
employment, partly in the Mediterranean service in the winter 
season and in general trading during the remainder of the year.

During the past year the ‘‘ Italian Prince ’’ was unfortunately 
lost on a voyage to the Mediterranean. In replacement the 
“ African Prince,’’ a 9,000 tons motorship, will be launched a 
week hence, and we hope will prove to be a serviceable unit of 
the Prince Line fleet. 


JOHNSTON WARREN LINE 


Our Johnston Warren Line, which is the only British line 
serving the direct trade from this country to the Danube ports, 
has suffered so severely from the falling off in traffic, due in 
part to the more favourable exchange facilities obtainable from 
Germany, that there has scarcely been a profitable voyage during 
the whole of the past year. The future of this service is giving 
us serious concern, but it is hoped that the Anglo-Roumanian 
trade discussions will result in more normal conditions being 
re-established, as it would be much regretted if this service, 
which has been in continuous operation for forty years or more 
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and which at one time provided regular employment for a dozen 
ships, had to be abandoned, 


SHAW SAVILL AND ALBION LINE 


Our interest in the Shaw Savill and Albion Company has con- 
tinued to be reasonably satisfactory, although here again rapidly 
rising costs, particularly in New Zealand, have not been com- 
pensated by any increase in freight rates. On the contrary, 
owing entirely to conditions in New Zealand, and the regulations 
which the New Zealand Government have felt compelled to 
make in connection with their internal economy, there has been 
a material falling off in their imports from this country. 


THE ‘ DOMINION MONARCH ” 


The ‘‘ Dominion Monarch,” the largest vessel in their fleet, 
viz. 27,000 gross tons, 214 knots speed, and with accommodation 
for 500 first-class passengers, was delivered by Messrs. Swan, 
Hunter and Wigham Richardson, Limited, in January last, and 
has completed a most successful maiden voyage on the triangular 
service with South Africa, Australia and New Zealand. The 
fully-refrigerated motorship ‘‘ Waimarama ’’ has also been added 
to their fleet during the year, and a sister ship, the ‘‘ Waiotira,’’ 
is expected to be delivered in November from the yard of 
Harland and Wolff, Belfast. These two modern motor vessels 
should prove very useful additions to the fleet. 


ROYAL MAIL LINES 


Our investment in the Royal Mail Lines, Limited, has fulfilled 
our expectations. It would not be appropriate at this meeting 
to make any detailed reference to their development, which is 
dealt with fully on another occasion. 
that their new mail vessel, the ‘‘ Andes,’’ will enter the South 
American service in the autumn of this year, and orders have 
recently been placed with Messrs. Harland and Wolff for four

new vessels for their trades. 
LACK OF CONFIDENCE 

I have made reference to the effect of political uncertainty 
upon the shipping industry, and there is no doubt that that is 
the chief cause of the lack of confidence in international trade, 
but there are a host of other problems which we have to face in 
present circumstances. I have, on many occasions, mentioned 
the subsidised competition of foreign ships, but even more 
insidious forms of competition have gradually made themselves 
evident, as for instance Germany frequently provides that her 
purchases abroad must be shipped in German tonnage, no doubt 
in order to avoid having to find foreign currency for the payment 
Also certain descriptions of marks may only be used 
Another country 


of freight. 
for the payment of freights to German ships. 
is known to have warned manufacturers who enjoy the benefits 
of Government contracts that unless they ship their exports as 
far as possible in ships of the national flag, they will prejudice 
their prospects of securing further Government contracts. I can 
multiply such instances more or less indefinitely, and it is obvious 
that British shipping companies, operating as commercial under- 
takings and responsible for their results to a large body of share- 
holders, cannot cope with such methods unaided, nor can they 
be expected—as both the Government and the public expect—to 
maintain and expand their fleets in such circumstances. 


GOVERNMENT SUPPORT 


The Government is fully alive to the difficulties, and the Pre- 
sident of the Board of Trade has expressed the Government’s 
intentions in no uncertain language to give its support to British 
shipping in the most direct and effective manner, It will be re- 
called that the President of the Board of Trade invited the 
Chamber of Shipping and the Liverpool Steamship Owners’ Asso- 
ciation to report to him upon the situation of each section of the 
industry—tramps, liners, tankers, coasters and so on—together 
with their recommendations. A comprehensive report of this 
nature was submitted in January last, and in consequence of that 
report a sum of £2,750,000 is to be made available annually for a 
period of five years from January 1940, by way of a subsidy for 
tramp ships in the deep sea and near trades, but not the coast- 
ing trade. Unlike most of the foreign subsidies, this sum is 
only to be made available for British ships when the level of 
freight rates falls below a specified index. It should ensure 
a living standard, but no more. 


PROBLEM OF CARGO LINERS 


The problem of the cargo liners is of a different character and 
needs different treatment. Unlike the tramps to whom world 
A 
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markets are open on more or less a common footing, liner trades 
differ from each other in material respects, and the problems 
arising in various trades are so diverse that the form, and extent, 
of the assistance required cannot be judged by any common rule. 
Accordingly, the Government have determined to appoint a smal] 
committee to advise them as to the nature and extent of any 
assistance that may be found to be necessary, out of a fund of 
£10 million to be set aside for that purpose. 

This is in accord with the recommendations of the Cargo Liner 
Owners, who asked that the Board of Trade, on the advice of 
the committee, should be empowered to give assistance in cases 
where the competition of foreign ships is due to their being 
aided in their operation by Government money, exchange or 
freight control, nationalistic influences, or any action calculated 
to divert, direct or influence the shipment of cargo or move- 
ment of passengers, to the disadvantage of British services, etc. 


IMPORTANCE OF BRITISH TONNAGE 


This practical evidence of the Government’s intention to 
support British shipping has possibly been accelerated by the 
knowledge that the British share of world tonnage has been 
gradually falling during the past few years; but strong as these 
defensive measures are, they cannot of themselves ensure the 
building of more ships, firstly because such measures cannot 
increase the volume of trade available, and secondly because 
they are not designed to do more than give existing ships the 
possibility of competing with ships of other flags on something 
like level terms. Consequently, the Government have gone 
further, and have devised means whereby, in spite of high 
building costs in consequence of the re-armament programme 
(which in itself was seriously retarding the placing of new 
orders), encouragement will be given to build new tonnage of 
the tramp and cargo liner type. For this purpose a grant, not 
exceeding £500,000 per annum for five years, will be made in 
respect of any ships of the appropriate type. This building 
grant is also to be linked up with freight markets and will 
only be paid provided the average freight index remains below 
a specified level. It is open to doubt whether this sum will 
counteract the rise in shipbuilding costs attributable to re- 
armament; it is, however, a very substantial contribution, and 
it has already borne material fruit. At the same time, as it is 
recognised that it is most difficult in present circumstances to 
raise public money for shipping enterprises, the Government are 
prepared to grant loans up to £10 million for a period of two 
years in respect of ships to be built in British yards for British 
owners. It should be understood quite clearly that this is to be 
loan capital, repayable, bearing interest at a rate comparable 
with the interest on Government securities, and fully secured by 
mortgages on the vessels built. 


SHIPPING INDUSTRY’S VIEW 


Many of you will remember that I was always a friendly 
critic of the old Trade Facilities Loans to shipping, on the ground 
that they were frequently made use of to build unnecessary ships 
and to create additional competition for British ships. There was 
a danger that the same situation might arise in respect of the 
new loan facilities. On the other hand, the shipping industry 
felt that there were two very strong grounds in justification of 
the Government’s proposal, viz. the necessity of providing sorely 
needed work for the shipyards and engine works, and the main- 
tenance of their personnel, and, secondly, the urgent need of 
additional ships under the British flag for purposes of protection 
in national emergencies. In order to correct the balance between 
the danger of flooding the market with additional tonnage for 
which there would possibly be no employment, and the need for 
assisting British shipbuilders as well as to satisfy national re- 
quirements, the Government have adopted yet another defensive 
measure, viz. the creation of a Merchant Shipping Reserve. For 
this purpose a sum of £2 million has been made available for 
the purchase of suitable ships on the United Kingdom register 
which, though still capable of further service, might otherwise 
be sold to foreign owners or for breaking up. Vessels purchased 
for the Reserve will be held for service in an emergency, and 
will not otherwise be traded in competition with commercially- 
owned vessels. 

I think you will agree as to the thorough and comprehensive 
nature of the measures which the Government are taking for 
the protection of British shipping. We are indebted to the 
President of the Board of Trade for his untiring efforts on our 
behalf, and also to his staff. They have been very much over- 
worked, and we appreciate to the full all they have done. As is 
almost inevitable in negotiating matters of this kind there have 
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been some differences of opinion, but the only criticism that | 
venture to offer is an expression of regret that certain very 
important sections of the industry have been practically excluded 
from the advantages of the arrangements which I have out. 
lined. I have no doubt, however, that the industry will give its 
full support and co-operation in order that the greatest possible 
benefits may be secured in the national interests. 


THE OUTLOOK 


It seems to be expected of chairmen of public companies to 
tell their shareholders something of the prospects for the coming 
year. It is exceptionally difficult to say anything in that respect 
on this occasion. In some of our trades, conditions have 
definitely improved within the past few months; in others the 
movement of both cargo and passengers is very restricted and 
subject to severe competition. It is a noticeable fact that even 
seasonal business, which in past years could more or less be 
relied upon—as, for instance, the various grain seasons—are 
thrown out of order by the modern practice of storage at the 
point of origin pending improvement in prices, or storage at 
destination in exceptional quantities for gradual release. I am 
not for one moment criticising these arrangements, I am merely 
stating what is a fact. 

In present circumstances it is clearly a matter of policy that 
arrangements should be made for the storage of essential commo- 
dities to the greatest possible extent, particularly at a time when 
shipping space is plentiful and cheap, and the price of commo. 
dities generally is at a low level. There has been some corre- 
spondence in ‘‘ The Times ”’ on this subject, wherein it was 
suggested that not only should foodstuffs be stored in preparation 
for a possible emergency, but also that other commodities which 
are almost equally essential, and which are not so liable to dete- 
rioration and also cost less to store, should be imported and laid 
in reserve, such as ore, timber, etc. It is not my province to 
comment on these suggestions, except to make the obvious remark 
that any such arrangements would be of benefit to shipping, 
which is in need of additional employment at the present time. 


TRIBUTE TO STAFF 


Before concluding, I would like once again to express the 
board’s thanks to the staff for another year’s good work per- 
formed in many cases under exceptionally difficult conditions. 

One of the definitions of staff is ‘“‘ a body of skilled officers ” 
and that is a particularly appropriate description of the staff 
of your company, in which I include the officials at all our 
various offices as well as the men who serve us so well afloat 
and in the various dock departments.

FOREIGN TRADE—ENTRANCES AND 
CLEARANCES DURING THE LAST 
FIVE QUARTERS 


Tables showing the entrances and clearances ot 
vessels at ports in the United Kingdom during each of 
the last five quarterly periods appear on page 171. 
Entrances with cargo in the June quarter were 14 per 
cent. higher than a vear earlier and constituted a record 
for a second quarter, while clearances with cargo, 
which increased by 8} per cent., were the highest for 
nny June quarter since 1930. As regards vessels in 
ballast, entrances were 63 per cent. more, and clear-

ances 5} per cent. less, than in the second quarter of 
1938. 


Statistics relating to the entrances and clearances 
with cargo from and to British countries and foreign 
countries show that the tonnage entered last quarter 
from British countries decreased by about 44 per cent, 
compared with the corresponding quarter of 1938, while 
clearances were about 3 per cent. higher and reached 
the highest aggregate so far recorded for any Jun 
quarter. There was a considerable increase, both in 
actual tonnage and proportion, in the trade with foreign 
countries, with the result that the proportion of th 
total tonnage entered and cleared at United Kingdom 
ports with cargo from and to other parts of the British 
Empire fell from 27:8 per cent. and 25-7 per cent. 
respectively, in the June quarter of 1938 to 26-1 per 
cent. and 24°4 per cent. last quarter. 


As regards the nationalities of the vessels concerned. 
the British tonnage that entered and cleared with careo 
last quarter rose by 19,000 tons (0°2 per cent.) and 
391,000 tons (4:4 per cent.), respectively, compared 
with the June quarter of 1938. Norwegian, Dutch and 
French tonnages were also higher in both directions, 
while the tonnage of German and United States vessels 
declined. One-half of the increase of 20 per cent. in 
the tonnage of ‘‘ Other Nationalities ’’ cleared wit] 
cargo related to Finnish and Italian vessels. 


Comparing the two June quarters, increases were 
recorded in the tonnage entered with cargo from seven 
of the trading areas specified in the returns, the largest 
being in respect of ‘‘ Europe (Atlantic) and Western 
Mediterranean Countries,’’ ‘‘ Northern Europ 
(Foreign) ’’ and ‘‘ South America—Atlantie Coast,’ 
the increase in the case of the last-mentioned area 
being due to greater shipments of wheat and maiz 
from the Argentine. The substantial inerease of 13 
million tons in the tonnage cleared with cargo was 
shared by all but one of the trading areas. Nearly 
three-quarters of the total net increase in the tonnage 
cleared with cargo related to vessels trading with 
‘Northern Europe (Foreign) ’’—which reached the 
highest aggregate for any June quarter—and ‘‘ Central 
and Eastern Mediterranean Countries,’’ and may be 
attributed partly to greater exports of coal to certain 
countries in those areas, notably the Netherlands, 
Denmark and Italy. 


TURKEY 
ECONOMIC AND COMMERCIAL CONDITIONS 


The economie and financial situation of Turkey has 
steadily improved since the last Report in this series 
was published in 1936, *writes the Commercial Secre- 
tary to H.M. Mmbassy at Angora. Favoured by good 
crops for the greater part of her products and high 
prices the country is relatively rich. 

State finances, supported, it is true, by a certain 
amount of internal borrowing, are sound, and while it 
is perhaps too much to expect that the accelerated 
rhythm of receipts and expenditure of the last few 
years will be maintained, there is an atmosphere of 
confidence within the country which is symptomatic of 
venuine soundness. 


For the needs of the industrialisation of the country 
the Government has drawn upon the lending powers 
of the people on a relatively conservative scale, and by 
assisting commerce through the Central Bank by the 
re-discounting of commercial bills to a value of some 
€T.97 million at the end of 1938 it has created that 
confidence which is evident on all sides. 

The foreign exchange situation, however. is not so 
favourable as is shown by the suspension of payments

in free exchange for practically all imports from fre: 
exchange countries as from May 1938. 

Agriculture remains, and must remain, the mainstay) 
of Turkish economie life. Some 75 per cent. of th 
population are peasants and attached to the soil. The 
Government are using considerable efforts to improv 
agricultural methods in the country by the introduction 
of suitable seeds and stock and more scientific farming 
methods. An agricultural machinery factory is 
envisaged, and a large congress was held. to give tl 
agriculturists an opportunity of placing their grievances 
before the Government. It also provided the Govern 
ment with an opportunity of impressing upon the 
farmers the necessity of utilising more advanced 
farming methods, 

The industrialisation plans are proceeding normall) 
and with very little lag on the schedules set out. In 
the textile field, especially, production is well advanced 
and is reflected in the import figures for 1938. 

Foreign trade figures show a large increase over 1937 
and evidences the greater productive and purchasing 
capacity of the country. The grant of credits by the 
U.S.S.R. and the United Kingdom, however, have had 
an influence of no mean order on the import figures. 
the latter in respect of the large iron and steel works 
at Karabuk and the former for industries and transport. 
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Later credits to Turkey are suggestive of the extent to 
which the country is capable of further development. 


ForeIGN TRADE Po.icy 


The commercial policy of Turkey which was _ in- 
wwurated during 1933 continues unchanged. By a 
series of commercial agreements and specifie legislation 
she has formulated a set of commercial conventions 
intended to maintain the equilibrium of her commercial 
xchanges both visible and invisible with foreign coun- 
vies. State revenue has increased despite the lowering 
of the incidence of certain taxes, the Budget shows a 
surplus and the country’s trade figures approached the 
normal vear of 1930, since when, until 1938, a favour- 
ble trade balance has been recorded. A small un- 
uvourable balance of visible trade during 1938 is of 
little importance, since it is created by the importation 

industrial equipment in conformity with the indus- 
trialisation programme of the Government, which is 
proceeding smoothly and with but a small time lag on 
the dates originally set out. 


TRADE WITH THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 1938 AND 1937 


The total foreign trade of Turkey during 1938 
amounted to £71'.294°8 million, an increase of 17 per 
«nt. over the preceding year and 72°5 per cent. in- 


yease over the low level of 1933. 

The cause of the unfavourable balance of trade is 
clearly visible in the figures for 1988 when import 
tonnage increased by nearly 200,000 tons over the pre- 
eding year, while exports increased by some 40,000 
tons only. 

From figures given in the Report it will be seen that 
whereas Turkish purchases from the United Kingdom 
more than doubled during 1938 in comparison with 
1937, viz. to £T.16°8 million from £T.7-1 million, 
Turkish exports to the United Kingdom were only half 
of what they were during 1987. A Turkish favourable 
trade balance of £T.2°7 million in Anglo-Turkish visible 
trade during 1937 was turned into an unfavourable 
balance of £T.11:9 million during 1938. This balance 
reflects the Turkish spending of a part of the cost of the 


Karabuk iron and steel works, which were guaranteed 


by the Export Credits Guarantee Department, and 
does not reflect «a normal trading balance. Neverthe- 
less, the reduced purchases by the United Kingdom of 
Turkish products does represent an abnormal feature 
ind one that is to be regretted, and indeed is regretted 
deeply in Turkish commercial and political circles. 
The reason for this state of affairs lies in the fact 
that the prices obtainable for Turkish goods on the 
United Kingdom market are normally less than can be 
obtained in other countries. In consequence, Turkish 
exports tend to be directed elsewhere, and the Anglo- 
Turkish Trade and Clearing Agreement and the Supple-

mentary Agreement were devised to correct the balance 
by checking United Kingdom sales. The Supplemen- 
tary Agreement has been in force for too short a time 
for a reliable opinion upon its effectiveness to be 
formed. 

The Credit Agreement will give a considerable 
impetus to United Kingdom exports to Turkey over the 
next few years and active trading balances in favour 
of the United Kingdom will probably be recorded. 
These, however, it is hoped to liquidate by the export 
of minerals to the United Kingdom. 


TRADE WITH GERMANY, ITALy, Etc. 


Germany continues to consolidate her position on the 
Turkish market. During 1988 exports of Turkish 
products to Germany were some £T'..11°8 million greater 
than during the preceding vear and imports of German 
products into Turkey some £T'.22°3 million greater. 
Germany absorbed 42°92 per cent. of Turkish exports 
and supplied 46°98 per cent. of her imports. 

The attraction of higher prices for practically every 
commodity has resulted in bulk purehases of Turkish 
products, and while in the earlier part of the export 
season these were restricted to the better-known 
Turkish products, the process has now been extended 
tc every saleable commodity. The Commercial Secre- 
tary’s Report shows in some detail the volume of 
German and other nations’ purchases of the principal 
produets of Turkey. 

Italy is also showing a considerable interest in the 
Turkish market. Whereas Turkish imports of Italian 
goods increased by only 1:0 million Turkish liras during 
1938 in comparison with the previous year, Italian pur- 
chases of Turkish products rose from 7:3 million to 14°6 
million Turkish liras, representing 10°05 per cent. of the 
total Turkish imports. 

The trade of other countries with Turkey during 1938 
shows no considerable variations in comparison with 
1937, except with the U.S.S.R., with whom there was 
a falling off both in imports and exports. 


THE INCREASE IN IMPORTS 


Turkish imports during 19388 exceeded those of 1937 
by some £T.35°4 million at £T.149°8 million against 
€T.114°4 million—the increase representing extensive 
imports of machinery and metals for the industrial 
development of the country. This £T.35-4 million was 
made up chiefly by the following increases in imports 
over the preceding year :—TIron and steel imports of all 
kinds, £T.10 million; machinery, £T.8 million; railway 
material, £T.1-7 million; maritime and aerial transport, 
£T.5:°5 million; combustibles, £T.2 million; and sugar, 
£1.33 million, making for these products a total of 
£1T.30°5 million. Statisties of the value of Turkish 
imports during 1938 and 1937 are given in an Appendix 
to the Commercial Secretary’s Report.

BRITISH INFORMATION CENTRES IN

The recent opening by the Travel and Industrial 
Development Association of Great Britain and Ireland 
of a British Information Bureau in Amsterdam is to 
be followed by a similar extension of activities in Scan- 
dinavia. Two new ‘‘ Come to Britain ’’ offices are to 
be inaugurated in the autumn—one in Stockholm and 
the other in Copenhagen. As in Amsterdam, both 
offices will be situated in principal thoroughfares.

PRICE OF BREAD 


Under the Food Council's scale the maximum price 
of bread falls to 7$d. per 4-lb. loaf when the published 
price of standard grade flour in the London district, 
plus the quota payment under the Wheat Act, 1932, 
falls to or below 27s. per sack of 280 Ibs. 

The price of flour in the London district was reduced 
to 21s. 6d. per sack on 17 July, and the addition of the 
quota payment of 5s. 6d. per sack to that price makes 
a total of 27s. 

On 24 July there was a further reduction of 6d. in 
the price of flour, making the total amount, ineluding 
the quota payment, 26s. 6d. The Food Council have 
been informed that the Joint Price Committee of the 
London bakers’ associations had decided that the price 
of bread should be reduced from 8d. to 74d. per 4-lb. 
loaf on Monday, 31 July. 


KEY INDUSTRY DUTY 
BUTYL ALCOHOL 


A representation has been made to the Board of 
Trade under Section 10 (5) of the Finance Act, 1926, 
regarding secondary Buty! alcohol. 


Section 10 (5) of the Finance Act, 1926, is as 
follows: — 


‘‘The Treasury may by order exempt from the duty 
imposed by Section one of the Safeguarding of Indus- 
tries Act, 1921, as amended by this Act, for such period 
as may be specified in the order, any article in respect 
of which the Board of Trade are satisfied on a repre- 
sentation made by a consumer of that article that the 
article is not made in any part of His Majesty’s domi- 
nions in quantities which are substantial having regard 
to the consumption of that article for the time being 
in the United Kingdom, and that there is no reason- 
able probability that the article will within a reason- 
able period be made in His Majesty’s Dominions in 
such substantial quantities.”

PRESSURE GAUGES IN PORTUGAL 


The Commercial Secretary at Lisbon has forwarded 
a copy of Decree No. 29,710, which renders obligatory 
the verification of pressure gauges used on boilers and 
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sther vessels subjected to pressures which are liable to 

oficial tests. The Decree provides also that :— 

(1) The only gauges which may be used are those which 
function by means of a hollow circular spring with 
internal pressure, and are graduated in kilograms 
per square centimetre. 

(2) The gauges shall have clearly visible dials and pointers, 
the graduation shall exceed the working pressure by 
at least one-third, and the working pressure shall 
be marked in red. 

(3) On verification, an error of plus or minus two per 
cent. shall be permitted. 

(4) The legal provisions concerning measuring apparatus 
in general are applicable to the pressure gauges 
referred to in the Decree.

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REPORT ON THE MIDLAND AND SOUTHERN 
DIVISION 


The Secretary for Mines announces the publication of 
Mr. E. Rowley’s Report for the year 1938 on the Inspection 
of Mines under the Coal Mines Act, 1911, in the Midland 
and Southern Division. 


Mr. Rowley is able to report a decrease in the number of 
fatal and serious accidents during 1938 to a figure lower than 
in any of the last ten years. He points out, however, that there 
is plenty of room for improvement, and means whereby such 
improvement may be achieved are imiicated. In this comnec- 
tion, Mr. Rowley maintains that a true appreciation of the 
accident position at individual collieries cannot be obtained 
unless a detailed analysis of all accidents is made and the figures 
interpreted in the light of the special problems of the colliery 
concerned. 


Accidents from falls of ground remain the most pressing 
problem and Mr. Rowley shows that the recent improvement 
in the position in regard to accidents from falls has been con- 
fined entirely to hand-worked faces, and that, while only 50 
per cent. of the output of coal is produced from mechanised 
faces, 75 per cent. of the fata] accidents from falls at the face 
occurred at faces where conveyors or coal-cutters are employed. 
Numerous suggestions are made for reducing the incidence of 
haulage accidents (the great majority of which continue to be 
classified as ‘‘ avoidable *’) and of accidents from falls of ground, 
and these are illustrated by accounts of typical accidents. 


The coal dust problem is also dealt with at some length 
and suggestions are made for tackling it. A stonedust chart 
indicating the zones requiring treatment is reproduced, which 
shows the quantity of dust applied, and enables the danger 
points to be seen at a glance. 


Other subjects discussed include the substitution of doors for 
brattice cloths, the use of fire-resisting brattice cloths, and the 
marked improvement in the safety rate achieved by a properly 
organised safety campaign. Ventilation is also discussed with 
reference to some of the commoner faults in the layout of venti 
lation systems. The usual statistical information is included, 
but owing to the revision and expansion of the accident, classi- 
fication, the tables differ materially from those of previous years

REPORT ON THE SWANSEA DIVISION 


The Secretary for Mines also announces the publication 
of Mr. P. 5. Lea’s Report for the year 1938 on the inspec- 
tion of mines under the Coal Mines Act, 1911, in the Swan- 
sea Division. 

The Report contains a general review of coal-mining acci 
dents, considered under their different causes, and much useful 
Information on a wide variety of safety subjects as well as 
additional statistical information included for the first’ time 
this year. Descriptions are given of a large number of indi- 
vidual accidents and of the defective practices or other factors 
which gave rise to them. 


In dealing with accidents from falls of ground, Mr. Lea 
draws attention to the fact that many of these accidents are 
associated with the occurrence of ‘slips ”’ in the coal, and 
‘slants *’ in the roof, and he describes the way in which these 
dangerous features are liable to occur. He points out, how- 
ever, that the irregularity of the incidence of these slips and 
slants means that props and lids do not constitute adequate 
support, and he urges managers to adopt a system of support 
by means of bars which would prevent many of the accidents 
which now occur. 


As regards accidents from the use of explosives, Mr. Lea 
comments upon the widespread practice in this division’ of 
using an unnecessarily large number of small cartridges when 
one would be more effective, and would increase safety. -In 
discussing the requirements regarding heat treatment of sus 
pension gear, he emphasises the ill effects of such treatment 
if the temperature is not properly controlled, 


Mention should also be made of the section of the Report 
dealing with silicosis. In this he gives an indication of the 
progress of the work of the Committee of the Medical Research 
Council, which is investigating this and kindred diseases in 
South Wales, and he also mentions some of the ways in which 
dangerous dust and the fumes of explosives can be suppressed 
or otherwise prevented from fouling the ventilation,

LITHUANIA—TURKEY 
COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT 


The Board of Trade are informed that pending the con. 
clusion of a Treaty of Commerce and Navigation between 
the Republic of Lithuania and the Republic of Turkey, a 
‘modus rivendi”? and a commercial agreement were signed 
at Kovno on 7 June 1939 and entered into force on 22 June 
1939. They will be valid for one year and will thereafter 
continue in force for periods of one year unless denounced 
at three months’ notice. 

The virendi provides for most-favoured-nation 
treatment with regard to Customs duties, taxes and all 
other charges in connection with the import and export of 
This treatment also extends to Customs formalities 
and procedure, and to goods in transit, navigation, tourists 
and commercial travellers. 

Most-favoured-nation treatment is not, however, to apply 
to favours accorded to neighbouring States to facilitate 
fronticr traffic, or resulting from a Customs Union, or +o 
any special privileges or facilities granted or which may be 
granted to territories detached from the Ottoman mpire 
in 1923 and to countries belonging to the Balkan Entente, 
or to privileges and favours granted or which may _ be 
granted by Lithuania to Estonia and Latvia. 

The commercial agreement provides for the exchange of 
goods of Turkish and Lithuanian origin in accordance with 
quotas enumerated in the agreement, and for the payment 
between the two

CUSTOMS TARIFF AND VALUATIONS: PART I 


Below is the first part of a reprint of the Indian Customs Tariff, published as a Supplement to the “Indian Trade 
Journal” of 13 July 1939, which shows the rates of Customs duties levied on goods imported into, and exported from, 
British India, as in operation on 27 May 1939, together with (1) the Tariff values fixed for certain articles under 
government of India, Commerce Department, Notification No. 73-T. (10)/38, dated 17 December 1938, for the purpose of 
ysessmment of Customs duties during the twelve months January to December 1939 (these tariff values have already been 
published separately in the “Board of Trade Journal” of 26 January 1939 (pages 155-158), (2) the rates of Excise 
duties leviable on articles produced or manufactured in British India, and (3) the rates of Differential and Countervailing 
import duties leviable on goods imported from Burma. 

The new Tariff is set out in the same form as the Schedule to the “‘ Indian Tariff Act, 1934,’’ as amended. 

The second and concluding part will be published in next week’s issue of the “‘ Board of Trade Journal.”’

Nore 1.—In the expression ‘‘ ad val.” used in these Schedules the reference is to ‘‘ real value ’’ as defined in section 30 of the Sea 
Customs Act, 1878 (VIII of 1878), unless an article has a tariff value assigned to it. 

Nore 2.—Tariff-valued heads are based on the ordinary trade description of each article and cover all reduced grades and mixtures 
unless they are separately provided for. 

Nore 3.—In this publication, the expression ‘‘ standard rate of duty ’’ means, in the case of articles liable to preferential rates of duty, 

the standard rate of duty as opposed to the preferential rate, and in the case of other articles, the ordinary rate of duty. 

Norr 4.—Postal parcels, packets and letters on whose contents the total duty payable is not more than 12 annas, are exempt from 

payment of import duty. 

Norz 5.—The expression “ Far East” covers China, Japan, the Straits Settlements, Malaya, Siam, French Indo-China, the Netherlands 

East Indies and other Far Eastern Countries. For the purposes of this publication it is intended also to cover Ceylon.

Packages containing fresh fruit, vegetables or honey. 

Glazed wall and hearth tiles and glazed or unglazed floor 
tiles over six square inches and all sizes of ceramic 
mosaic tiles mounted on paper.

The ‘‘ Moniteur Belge’? of 26 July contains a Decree, 
dated 22 July, operative as from 26 July 1939, which re- 
duces temporarily the customs duty on sugar falling under 
Tariff Nos, 235 b—Raw Sugar (of beet or cane), and 235 c— 
Refined sugar, from 160 to 100 francs per 100 kilogs. net, 
up to a global maximum of 25,000 tons, with effect until 
15 October 1939.

REFUND OF DUTY ON SUGAR 

The French ‘ Journal Officiel ” of 30 July contains an 
Order, dated 29 July, which fixes the refund of Customs 
duty in respect of sugar cleared from bonded warehouse in 
Paris and delivered on the regulated market during the 
month of August at 55 frs. per 100 kilogs. for white sugar, 
and 35 frs. for brown sugar. A second Order, of the same 
date, provides that during August the refund is to be paid 
on 150 per cent. of the actual amount of sugar (expressed 
as refined sugar). 


DESCRIPTION OF WOOLLEN 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ”’ of 25 July contains a Law, 
dated 20 Julv, which lays down regulations regarding the 
description and labelling of woollen articles in France. 
The following is a summary of its more important pro- 


ARTICLES 


Visions : 

It is forbidden to use the term ‘‘ wool’’ (‘‘laine’’) or 
its derivatives or compounds in French or any foreign 
language, with or without qualification, ta describe raw 
materials of any kind which are net composed of fibres from 
the fleece of sheep or animals whose hair is generally 
assimilated to wool (alpaca, lama, vicuna, yak, camel, cash- 
goat, mohair goat, angora rabbit). Nevertheless, 
designations which at the time of the promulgation of the 
Law were used to describe textile fibres universally known 
by those designations, may, generally speaking, continue to 
be used. 

Terms such as ‘ pure wool ’’ (** pure laine *’), ‘ all wool” 
(‘‘ tout laine’’), ‘‘ entirely wool’? (‘‘ entiérement laine ’’) 
may only be used for yarns, tissues and manufactured 
articles composed entirely of wool as defined above. 

The following provisions are laid down regarding the 
description of mixed woollen articles (no distinction is made 
between intimate mixture, mixture by twisting, or a texture 
comprised of yarns of different materials) : 


Inere 


(a) Yarns: 

Containing at least 50 per cent, of wool—The two 
principal components must be named, wool being placed 
first. 

Containing less than 50 per cent. but not less than 
25 per cent. of wool—The principal components must be 
named, the predominating material being placed first. 
The words ‘and wool’’ may be added if wool is not 
the predominating material. 

Containing less than 25 per cent. of wool—A descrip- 
tion including the word ‘‘ wool’’ may not be used. The 
percentages of the different materials may, however, be 
indicated if desired on labels, price lists, ete. 

(b) Tissues: 

Containing at least 85 per cent. of wool—The term 
wool tissue ”’ (‘‘ tissus de laine ’’) without any quali- 
fication may be used.

Containing less than 85 per cent. but not less than 
50 per cent. of wool—The term ‘ mixed wool ”’ (‘‘ laine 
mélangée’’) must be used. 

Containing less than 50 per cent. of wool—‘‘ Mixed 
articles’? (‘‘ articles “mixed tissues ”’ 
(** tissus mixtes”’) or other similar descriptions not in- 
cluding the word ‘wool’ or its derivatives or com- 
pounds must be used. The percentages of the different 
materials may, however, be indicated if 
labels, price lists, ete.

Materials other than wool in the selvedge are not con- 

sidered in calculating the percentages. 
(c) Blankets: 

Blankets sold as ‘“‘ pure wool ’’ must have undergone 
complete wet finishing, that is, thorough fulling and 
washing. 

Only blankets containing at least two-thirds (66 per 
cent.) of wool may be described as ‘‘ wool blankets” 
(‘‘couvertures de laine’’),

Blankets containing less than 66 per cent. but more 
than 50 per cent. of wool may be called ‘* mixed wool 
blankets ’?? (couvertures “laine mélangée’’). 

Blankets containing less than 50 per cent. of wool 
may only be called ‘mixed blankets’? (‘‘ couvertures 
mixtes’’) or by some other’ name not including the 
word ‘‘ wool” (‘‘luine’’) or its derivatives or com- 
pounds in French or any foreign language. 

The descriptions ‘‘fulled’’ (‘ foulées ”),  ** de- 
vreased 7? (‘ dégraissées’’), cleansed ”? (‘ dégorgées”’) 
or the like may only be applied to blankets which have 
in actual fact undergone these operations during 
dressing. 

(d) Carpets: 

Only carpets whose pile is made wholly of pure wool 
yarns may be described as ‘‘ wool carpets ”’ (‘‘ tapis de 
laine’’). 

Other carpets must bear an indication of their 
principal components, the material predominating 
heing placed first with its percentage. 


) Mattress wool: 


Only mattress wool containing at least 65 per cent. of 
wool may be called ‘‘mattress wool’ (‘‘laine a 
matelas’’), Only mattresses containing ‘‘ mattress 
wool,’’? as defined, may be called ‘‘ wool mattresses ”’ 
(‘‘ matelas de laine’’), 


All the proportions indicated above are subject to a 
tolerance of 3 per cent. They are to be calculated on a 
weight basis. 

In manutactured or made-up articles, woven labels, marks, 
selvedges, fringes, linings, buttons, and ornaments, trim- 
mings and accessories are in general not to be taken into 
consideration. 

Within six months of the promulgation of the Law, an 
administrative regulation is to be published providing for 
its application. The Law will enter into force six months 
alter the publication of the administrative regulation. 


EXPORT RESTRICTIONS ON ALUMINIUM 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’ of 30 July announces 
that, as from the month of August and until further notice, 
licences for the export of aluminium ingots and waste will 
he granted only within the following limits :— 

For ingots and waste containing more than 96 per cent. 
of aluminium, the licences to be accorded to each exporter 
during each month may not exceed 100 per cent. of the 
average monthly tonnage exported during the year 1938. 
Exporters must supply proof of these exports to the 
Ministére des travaux publics (service des licences). Appli- 
cations for export licences must indicate the nature of the 
waste or ingots and their metal content. 

This new provision replaces that announced in the ‘* Board 
of Trade Journal ’’ of 15 June (page 881). 


IMPORT OF SEED POTATOES 

The French ‘“‘ Journal Officiel ” of 26 July announces that 
applications for licences to import seed potatoes into 
France during the 1939-40 season may be made by groups 
of agriculturists, individual agriculturists, and merchants 
who normally deal in seed potatoes. Applicants must prove 
that they imported foreign seed potatoes during the period 
1 July 1935 to 30 June 1939 (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal’? of 29 June, page 942). Applications, in quad- 
ruplicate, by country and by Custom house, must state 
clearly the total quantity and the quantity of each variety 
to be imported. They should be addressed to the Ministere 
de Agriculture (direction de Vagriculture, 6e bureau) 
through the director of the agricultural services of the 
Département in which the applicant is domiciled, and 
should reach the Ministry at least a fortnight before the 
date of arrival of the goods. 

Importers who can prove previous importations may 
receive licences based on the average of their imports 
during the seasons 1935-36, 1936-37, 1937-38 and 1938-39, 
within the following limits :— 

Groups of agriculturists or individual agriculturists— 

85 per cent. of this average, whatever the amount. 

Potato merchants: 

Average less than or equal to 5,000 quintals—85 per 
cent. of the average.

Average more than 5,000 quintals: 
Portion trom 0 to 5,000 quintals— 85 per cent. 
Portion from 5,001 to 20,000 quintals— 80 per cent.

Furthermore, any importer who can prove previous im- 
portations can obtain a supplementary licence for a quan- 
tity equal to half of the reduction resulting trom the above 
provisions, if he can prove the purchase, before 3L August 
1939, of the following varieties of French officially controlled 
seed potatoes of the 1939 crop: Ackersegen, Alberta, Bintje, 
Duchesse, Early-Rose, Etoile de Léon, Flava, Floorball, 
Flukke, Industrie, Muntiga 17, Parnassia, Rosa, Royal- 
Kidney, Saucisse. The ratio between the purchases of 
French seed and the zmount to be issued is to be fixed 
later. The purchase of French seed must have been made 
under a contract in a prescribed form. 

Provision is made so that persons who imported foreign 
seed potatoes between 1 July 1935 and 30 June 1939 under 
licences not issued to them may make use of their personal 
import rights. 

Agriculturists, groups of agriculturists and merchants 
who normally deal in seed potatoes who cannot receive 
licences in accordance with the provisions given above, also 
old importers whose allocations would not be sufficient to 
cover their needs completely, may apply before 1 September 
1939 through certain organisations to a commission to be 
set up for the purpose. In fixing the amount of the quota 
which this commission may allot, account is to be taken of 
the conditions of the French market for officially con- 
trolled potatoes.

(ARRANGEMENT WITH NORWAY)

A further Treasury Decision {T.D. 49914] published on 
13 July 1939 notifies that : 

(1) Handkerchiefs are required to be individually 
marked to indicate the name of the country of origin 
unless exempted by Article 532 (b), Customs Regula- 
tions of 1937, as amended, because coming within one 
of the exceptions provided for in section 804 (a) (3) 
(A) to (1), inclusive, Tariff Act of 1930 as amended. 

A label attached to the ribbon or string surrounding 
handkerchiefs in packages is not sufficient marking. 
Paper sticker labels legibly and indelibly marked are 
acceptable provided they are securely attached to the 
handkerchiefs in a conspicuous place, 

Handkerchiefs made of a delicate material which is 
unwashable or which will be permanently injured when 
the sticker label is removed by the ultimate purchaser 
are exempt from individual marking. Silk handker- 
chiefs made of material less than & momme_ grade 
(approximately one ounce per square vard), regardless 
of size, are exempt from individual marking. 

(2) Cotton tablecloths, napkins, towels, ete.—Paper 
sticker labels Jegibly and indelibly marked are accept- 
able to indicate the country of origin of the foregoing 
articles if they are securely attached thereto in a con- 
spicuous place. To be ‘ securely attached ’? such labels 
must he so affixed to the fabric that in any ordinary 
foreseeable circumstances the label will remain on the 
fabric until it reaches the ultimate purchaser. Ordin- 
arily, the label should be attached in such a manner 
that if it be removed some part of the label or the glue 
will remain on the fabric. 


COUNTERVAILING DUTY. ON 
FROM ITALY 


SILK GOODS 


The following is the text of a decision of the United 
States Treasury Department {T.D. 49909] published on 
13 July 1939, regarding countervailing duties to be levied 
on silk goods imported either directly or indirectly from 
Italy. 

‘ Official reports before the Department establish to its 
satisfaction that bounties or grants are paid or bestowed 
directly or indirectly in Italy on the export to the United 
States of silk goods which are dutiable under the provisions 
of the Tariff Act of 1930. 

‘* Notice is hereby given that pursuant to the provisions 
of section 303 of the Tariff Act of 1930 (U.S.C. title 19, 
sec, 1303), countervailing duties equal to any bounty or 
grant found to have been paid or bestowed will be collected 
on dutiable merchandise composed in whole or in part of 
silk and imported directly or indirectly from Italy, when 
entered for consumption or withdrawn from warehouse for 
consumption after thirty days after publication of this 
notice in a weekly issue of Treasury Decisions, whether im- 
ported in the condition in which exported from Italy or 
changed in condition by remanufacture or otherwise. 

The liquidation of all entries covering merchandise de- 
scribed above and entered for consumption or withdrawn 
from warehouse for consumption after thirty days after 
publication of this notice in a weekly issue of Treasury 
Decisions shail be suspended pending the declaration of the 
net total amount of the bounty or grant determined or 
estimated to have been paid or bestowed and the net amount 
of the countervailing duties to be collected. A deposit of 
estimated countervailing duties shall be required at the 
time of entry. The foregoing instructions, however, shall 
not apply to importations consisting of gifts for the per- 
sonal use of the donee or of articles purchased at retail for 
personal use. The amount to be deposited shall be calcu- 
lated in accordance with the following table and predicated 
on the net weights of the silk (including schappe and bour- 
rette) contained in the imported products, plus 3834 per 
cent. of such weights if the natural gum has been removed 
from the silk used in the production or manufacture of the 
imported product :— 

(a) Raw silk varns, dyed, simple or twisted of double 
cocoons ; 32°8 lire per kilogram. 

(b) Yarns of silk waste (schappe) including sewing 
thread; 49-2 lire per kilogram. 
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(c) Yarns of combings (bourrette); 8-2 lire per kilo- 
gram, 

(d) Raw silk doubled and twisted, drawn, dyed silk, 
silk sewing thread; 84-5 lire per kilogram, 

(e) Woven materials, velvets, ribbons, tulles, crepes, 
knit goods and stockings, in raw state ; 87 lire per 
kilogram, subject to the following variations ; 

(1) for every kilogram of double yarn 34-8 lire. 

(2) For every kilogram of yarn of waste content 52-2 
lire. 

(3) For every kilogram of varn of bourrette content 
8-2 lire. 

(f) Woven materials, velvets, ribbons, tulles, crepes, 
knit goods and stockings, exported in the dyed or 
finished state; 89-5 lire per kilogram of silk con- 
tent (not weighed), subject to the following 
variations : 

(1) For every kilogram of double yarn content 36°8 
lire. 

(2) For every kilogram of yarn of waste content 55:2 
lire. 

(3) For every kilogram of varn of bourrette content 
9-2 lire.

_ Until quite recently little attempt was made to gather statis- 

tical information about timber comparable with that relating 
to all the other leading commodities, and even to-dav there 
is still a serious deficiency in this respect. It is not very sur- 
prising, therefore, that only a very few people are aware 
that timber ranks fifth in order of commercial importance in 
the world’s trade. While industries like and steel 
look to their statistical advisors for almost daily guidance, 
many timber concerns cannot even visualise what it would 
mean to them to have at their disposal a regular statistical 
service. 

During the last few years C.I.B. has bridged this gap to 
some extent, and has succeeded in building up reliable statis- 
ties and data on a world wide scale. It 
has become evident, however, that a purely international 
review like the former ‘‘ C.1.B. Bulletin,’ which represented 
only a bird’s eye picture of the trends in the principal 
exporting and importing countries, could not deal with the 
British timber market as fully as its importance warranted.

Persons wishing to be supplied with forms of applications 
should apply in writing as soon as possible to the Comp- 
troller stating the number of the principals’ and representa- 
tives’ licences respectively for which they intend to apply.

NOTES 

On and after the appointed day it will not be lawful for 
any person to carry on the business of dealing in securities 
unless he is in possession of a licence granted by the Board 
of Trade. This restriction, however, does not apply to the 
doing of anything by or on behalf of (among others) a 
member of a recognised stock exchange or a recognised 
association of dealers in securities. 
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Statutory and Other Government Notices-Continued 


Principals’ licences will be required by corporations carry- 
ing on the business of dealing in securities, by persons carry- 
ing on such business on their own account, and by all 
partners of a partnership carrying on such business. 
Representatives’ licences will be required by persons carry- 
ing on the business of dealing in securities in the capacity 
of servants or agents of persons requiring principals’ 
licences, that is to say, every director of a corporation 
carrying on such business and every manager, executive 
officer or agent of a corporation or an individual or of a 
partnership carrying on such business will require a repre- 
sentative’s licence. 

Section 4 of the Act debars the Board of Trade from 
granting a principal’s licence to any person unless he has 
made a deposit of £500. The Board of Trade may accept a 
guarantee by an approved person in lieu of a deposit or 
dispense with it altogether if they are satisfied that the 
applicant has carried on the business ot dealing in securities 
since the beginning of 1939 and that it would cause him 
undue hardship to make a deposit.

The Department of Overseas Trade has at its command 
an extensive overseas Intelligence system, which comprises 
the Commercial Diplomatic and Consular Services in foreign 
countries and Trade Commissioners and Imperial or other 
Trade Correspondents in the Empire. 


From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, where 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer- 
ence, and is available to any firm trading in goods manu- 
factured in the United Kingdom upon personal or written 
application to the Department at 35, Old Queen Street, 
Westminster, London, S.W.1. 


The information at the disposal of the Department is 
of a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as 
the following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general 
conditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for 
particular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign 
competition, and suggestions for meeting it; methods of 
distribution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of 
payment, etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of 
United Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suit- 
able to act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom 
firms; Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regula- 
tions, statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates 
of Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; 
Consular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc. 


Members of United Kingdom firms visiting Overseas 
markets are recommended to call on the Department’s resi- 
dent officers and to see that their own local representatives 
keep in touch with these officers. It is to the advantage of 
all United Kingdom firms having Overseas agents to notify 
the respective Overseas officers of the Department of the 
names and address of such agents and to keep them in- 
formed of any changes that may take place in their Over- 
seas representation. 


METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES 


The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Overseas connections, but it is desired to call attention to 
one or two points, the observance of which will facilitate 
the supply of information required. 


When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the appli- 
cant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners in the British Empire, and to the Commercial 
Diplomatic or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it 
is generally advisable to communicate in the first instance 
with the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen 
Street, London, S.W.1, as the information required is fre- 
quently already in the possession of the Department, and 
the delay involved in communicating with the officers abroad 
can therefore often be avoided. Should the information 
required not be available in London, the Department will 
make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant’s 


behalf.

EXPORT CREDIT GUARANTEES 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1937, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised to 
give guarantees in connection with the export to any coun- 
try of goods not being munitions of war. The guarantees 
may be given to, or for the benefit of, any person, firm, or 
company carrying on business in the United Kingdom, and 
the goods must, generally speaking, be home produced, i.e. 


wholly or partly produced or manufactured in the United 
Kingdom. 


Openings for British Trade—Continued 


These guarantees are designed to protect exporters 
against losses which may arise from the insolvency of their 
Oversea customers or against frozen debts caused by ex- 
change restrictions in the country of the buyer. 


Provision against the first of these risks can be made by 
means of the Comprehensive Guarantee policy covering the 
whole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months. The second may be covered by a Transfer 
Risk Addendum issued to holders of that policy on payment 
of a small extra premium. 


Guarantees are available not only to exporters of con- 
sumable goods normally sold on short credits, but also to 
firms in the engineering and allied industries who are often 
asked to give medium term credits of from one to five 
years by purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether they 
he governments, municipalities, or private traders. The 
question of raising funds for financing this kind of contract 
is frequently a matter of difficulty. Experience has shown 
that in such cases negotiations are greatly facilitated by 
the Department’s guarantees. 

The strictest secrecy is observed in all correspondence and 
transactions.

INTRODUCTORY NOTES 


1. The preliminary results of the Import Duties Act 
Inquiry for 1987 are being issued in a series of supple- 
ments to the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal.’’ The supple- 
ments will appear at intervals of about three weeks, 
and notice of the trades to be covered by following 
issues will be given in the ‘‘ Journal ’’ from time to 
time. 

All the particulars given for 1937 in this preliminary 
series should be regarded as provisional, but they will 
generally be sufficiently complete to enable compari- 
sons to be made with those of the Census of Production 
of 1935. A final report on the Inquiry will be pub- 
lished at a later date. 


2. Scope of the Inquiry.—A list of the trades 
included in the 1987 Inquiry follows these notes. 
Returns were not required from firms employing not 
more than ten persons as a yearly average, and firms 
that were engaged solely in work of repair, reeondi- 
tioning and installation were also excluded, irrespective 
of their size. With these exceptions, all firms in the 
United Kingdom that were engaged in the trades men- 
tioned were included in the Inquiry. 

In cases where it has been necessary to revise the 
1935 particulars, owing to the exclusion of certain 
sroups of firms from the 1937 Inquiry, indications are 
given in the notes preceding Table I of the trades 
affected, or in a footnote to Table IT. 


3. Contents of the preliminary summaries.—The 
preliminary results are contained in six tables, con- 
taining the information set out below. Comparable 
particulars for the year 1935 are added where they are 
available. 

Table I.—The principal results recorded by all firms 


that made returns on schedules for the trade:

Table II.—The total selling values and (where avail- 
ible) quantities of the principal products of the trade. 
These totals include not only the output of the firms 
‘lassified in the trade concerned but also the additional 
output recorded by firms whose returns were made on 
schedules for other trades. The figures for 19387 may 
not cover the whole of this additional output, and cases 
in which the deficiencies are likely to affect compari- 
sons are specially noted. 

For some trades in which important classes of semi- 
finished goods may either be sold or be further manu- 
factured by the firm that produced them, particulars 
of the total quantity of these goods made are also 
shown. 


Table III.—The quantities of the principal products 
of the trade in relation to those of exports and imports. 
Particulars of value may be given in cases where com- 
parable records of quantities are not available. 

Table IV.--Particulars of the secondary output of 
the trade, i.e. all goods made and work done other 
than those included in Table II as principal products. 


Table V.—The total cost of materials, fuel and elec- 
tricity purchased and used by firms that made returns 
on schedules for the trade concerned, with separate 
details of quantity and cost for certain important 
classes. 

Table VI.—The average number of operatives em- 
ployed in the year and the number of administrative, 
technical and clerical staff employed in one week in 
October, classified between males and females and 
between employees over and under 18 years of age. 
The sex and age distribution of the operatives is as 








recorded for the week ended 16 October 1937. The 
numbers shown relate to those employed by the firms 
whose returns were made on schedules for the trade 
concerned. 

For those trades in which outworkers are employed, 
the numbers of these employees are also given for two 
dates in each year. 


4. Instructions for making Returns.—The following 
notes explain the meanings of the terms used in the 
tables and outline the general instructions given to 
firms as to the manner in which their returns were to 
be completed. 

(i) Period covered.—Firms were required to make 
returns for the calendar year 1987, but if the calendar 
year was not their year of account, a return for a busi- 
ness year ending not later than 7 April 1938 and not 
earlier than 8 April 1937 was accepted. 

(ii) Valuation of output.—The values to be shown 
were the net selling values of all deliveries of goods (as 
packed for sale) within the year of return, plus the 
book value of stocks at the end and less the book value 
of stocks at the beginning of the year. In determining 
the net selling value, firms were instructed to deduct 
from the amounts charged to customers such items as 
discounts, payments to transport firms, railway com- 
panies, etc., for carriage outwards, and allowances for 
returnable cases, etc. Where separate returns were 
made for different departments of the same firm, and 
goods produced in one department were used in another 
department in the production of more finished goods, 
such goods were required to be included in the output 
of the first (producing) department, and in the 
materials of the second (using) department, at the 
value at which they were transferred in the firm’s 
books. 

(iii) Valuation of work done by firms working ‘* on 
commission,’’ ete.—Firms working *‘ on commission "’ 
or “‘ for the trade ’’ on materials given out to them by 
other firms were required to state, as the value of their 
output, only the amounts received by them for the 
work, less discounts and payments to transport firms, 
railway companies, etc., for carriage outwards, and to 
exclude the value of the materials supplied to them by 
the firms for which the work was done. Where the 
work was done on goods supplied by manufacturing 
firms, its value is included in the final selling value of 
the goods as recorded by those firms. In the case of 
goods made on commission for merchants or other 
persons who made no returns at the Inquiry, the selling 
value of the goods has escaped record. 


(iv) Distinction between ‘*‘ Goods made for sale 
and ‘‘ Total make.’’—The output recorded as ‘‘ made 
for sale ’’ represents goods in the form in which they 
were sold during the year of account or held in stock 
at the end of the year. Where goods were used for 
further manufacturing purposes in the establishments 
in which they were made, the output for sale falls 
short of the total quantities made. For certain classes 
of products a return of total make was required in 
addition to that of the output for sale, and this addi- 
tional information is shown separately. 

(v) Work in progress at beginning or end of year.— 
In order to determine the output properly attributable 
to the year covered by their returns, firms engaged in 
certain industries were required to state the value of 
work in progress at the beginning and end of that year. 
If the statement of output included any goods which 
were in course of construction at the beginning of the 
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year the value of the work done in the previous year 
was estimated and returned separately; similarly, the 
value of goods in course of construction at the end 
of the year was estimated and returned separately. 
Allowance for the difference in these aggregates has 
been made where necessary. 


(vi) Exclusion of merchanting.—Where firms, in 
addition to their manufacturing business, also bought 
goods and re-sold them in the same condition as that 
in which they were purchased, they were instructed to 
omit such goods from their statements of output and 
of materials, and to exclude from their statements of 
persons employed those members of their staff who 
were wholly or mainly required in connection with 
their merchanting business. 


(vii) Materials—The total ‘‘cost of materials 
used ’’ was required to include all raw and other 
materials purchased and used in the production of the 
output recorded in the firm’s return; all fuel, oil, gas 
and electricity purchased; packing and workshop 
materials; and materials for repairs to the firm’s own 
buildings or plant carried out by their own workpeople. 
The cost was to include charges for transport unless 
transport was carried out by the firm’s own staff. The 
book value of stocks of materials at the beginning of 
the year was included and the book value of stocks at 
the end of the year deducted from the total purchases 
in the year. The figure was not to include wages, 
salaries, rent, rates, insurance, depreciation, and simi- 
lar charges, or the cost of new machinery and plant. 
Where separate returns were made for different depart- 
ments of the same firm, goods produced in one depart- 
ment and used in another department were required 
to be treated as purchased by the second (using) 
department, and included in that department’s total 
cost of materials at the amount credited to the pro- 
ducing department. Firms working on commission or 
for the trade were instructed to return, as materials, 
only goods which they themselves purchased and used, 
ws pr the goods given out to them by the firms for 
which they worked. 


The particulars in respect of special classes of 
materials represent the total purchases in the year, 
adjusted for stock variations in the manner described 
in the previous paragraph. 


“* Packing materials,’’ which formed a separate 
heading for many trades, covered all materials addi- 
tional to the product itself used for the conveyance of 
the product to the purchaser, including wrapping 
paper, etc., used for the first covering as well as crates, 
boxes, etc., used for the outer packing of the goods; 
returnable cases that required replacement within about 
& year were included at their total cost, and for more 
durable returnable cases the amount included was that 
proportion of their total cost that was attributable to 
the expenses of the year. 


(viii) Work given out.—Firms giving out work to 
other firms (or to any of their own branches for which 
separate returns were made) were required to state the 
aggregate amount paid to such firms or branches for 
work done in the year. The amount thus returned was 
not to include the cost of any items accounted for 
under the heading of ‘‘ Materials.”’ 


(ix) Net output.—The net output of a trade is the 
figure which results from deducting from the value of 
the gross output the aggregate of the ‘‘ Cost of 
materials used ’’ and amount paid for ‘‘ Work given 
out,’’ together with the amount of any Excise duty 
included in the value of the products and not in that 
of the materials used. This figure represents the value 
added to materials by the industrial processes and, 
after allowance for a sum sufficient to cover the depre- 
ciation of plant and machinery, constitutes the fund 
from which wages, salaries, rents, royalties, rates and 
taxes, advertisement and selling expenses, and all 
other similar charges have to be provided, as well as 
profits. 








(x) Persons employed.—Firms were required to 
classify persons employed by them under the two head- 
ings of (i) Operatives (wage-earners), and (ii) Adminis- 
trative, technical and clerical staff. The numbers of 
‘* Operatives ’’ relate to all wage-earners (including 
foremen, van and lorry drivers and warehousemen) 
employed by the firm in and about the factory or 
works, or in outside work of construction or repair, 
and ‘‘ Administrative, technical and clerical staff ’’ to 
the office and management staff (i.e. working proprie- 
tors, managing directors, managers, designers, sales- 
men, travellers, etc.), all clerks, typists and other 
persons engaged primarily in office work being recorded 
under this heading and not as operatives. Where out- 
workers were employed, the number of these was re- 
corded separately and not included in the number of 
operatives. Firms were instructed to exclude persons 
required wholly or mainly in connection with any mer- 
chanting business. 


The particulars required related to the persons em- 
ployed (i.e. on the pay sheets) in certain specified 
weeks, with the proviso that, in the event of a strike or 
lock-out, holiday or special cessation of work in any of 
these weeks, the nearest ordinary week (of which the 
ending date should be stated) was to be taken. 


Firms were required to state: — 


(a) The numbers employed in the week ended 
16 October 1937 (or 17 October 1936 if the return 
covered a period ended before 14 October 1937), 
divided under the two main headings defined 
above, and also according to their sex and age (as 
over or under 18 years of age). 

(b) The number of operatives actually at work 
in a specified week (one of the middle weeks) in 
each month of the period covered by the return. 


(xi) Outworkers.—In those trades employing out- 
workers (i.e. workpeople doing work off the firm’s 
premises on materials supplied by the firm) particulars 
were required of the number of outworkers employed 
at two dates in the year covered by the return, viz. at 
or about 16 January and 17 July 1987.

The latest report on India in the series of Department of Overseas Trade 
Reports on the economic and commercial conditions in various countries 
throughout the world was published in January this year. 


It provides an interesting and thorough survey of the trade situation in 
India, Burma and Ceylon during the period up to 30 September 1938. 
The year 1936-37 had been a period of almost uninterrupted improvement 
in India’s economic conditions. The year 1937-38 opened with active 
markets and rapidly rising prices; but April 1937 witnessed a sudden 
reversal of the upward trend of business conditions, and by the early 
summer the reaction had set in. From October 1937 the markets became 
extremely unsteady, and the downward trend continued unabated until 
the end of the fiscal year 1937-38, and even into 1938-39. 

In industry, as also in agriculture, the period under review witnessed a 
change from boom conditions to all the signs, during the last few months, 
of an impending depression. Conditions varied to a remarkable degree 
among individual industries, but the cotton manufacturing industry and the 
coal, iron and steel, cement and paper industries experienced a record year. 
In the report one chapter is devoted to a brief account of Burma during the 
first year of its separation from India, April 1937 to March 1938, and 
another to a detailed examination of the leading import trades. Other 
chapters relate to the activities of the Indian Tariff Board, and to the 
development of purchases of Government stores.
